Descriptions of Snuffs from Rosinski of Frankfurt 
ALTER FRITZ (Brown) 
The royal snuff 
Dedicated to Germany’s most prominent snuff enthusiast and promotor 
of the cultivation of tobacco in Northern Europe - Frederick the Great, 
King of Prussia, fondly called "Old Fritz" 
A burley light in colour yet strong in nicotine, deep balmy notes, 
a touch of tangerine and menthol freshness 
Medium fine coarseness, slightly moist 
Fairly strong in nicotine, slightly mentholated 


BERLINER LUFT (Black) 

The fresh snuff 

Inspired by Berlin - aromatic, straightforward and fresh 

A blend of slightly toasted Burley and strong Skroniowski 

Supplemented by a touch of black pepper whichs swings with the freshness of 
Bergamotte and Menthol 


BRUSSELER (Black) 

The minty snuff 

A light, flowery Burley, slightly toasted, with finely ground mint leaves. 

Giving a first feeling of natural mint freshness, leaving a lasting impression of 
mild tobacco flavour and tobacco sweetness 


CARLSBADER (Brown) 

The savoury snuff 

Aromatic Burley, coupled with notes of coffee 

A mild tobacco sweetness and the coffee flavour blend into a light impression of 
chocolate. 

Medium-fine coarseness, slightly moist. 

Medium nicotine strength, not mentholated. 

(Formerly "Mocca" which we had to rename in accordance with EU policy...) 


DEICHGRAF (Schmalzler) 

"Dike count" is dedicated to the many Dutch water engineers, who, in the 18th 
century, turned the vast swamps along the river Oder into Europe’s largest tobacco 
growing area. 

A light schmalzler with a woody and fresh tobacco aroma. 


DRIESENER (Green) 

The summer snuff 

A green snuff with the herbaceous freshness of a Nordic summer meadow 
Made from an old regional cultivar 

Fairly finely ground, slightly moist 

Quite strong in nicotine, not mentholated 


FRANKFURTER (Schmalzler) 
A Schmalzler made exclusively from a blend of German and Polish tobacco 
Fruity, woody, spicy aromas underlined by light tobacco notes 
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Moist, well oiled. Medium nicotine content. Not mentholated 


GOLDAPPER (Brown) 

The festive snuff 

A brown snuff - pure tobacco flavour, doubly fermented Burley tobacco, of a rich 
brown colour 

Profound aromas, with notes of malt and chocolate 

Coarsely ground, well oiled, slightly moist 

Medium nicotine content, not mentholated 


KATHNERTABAK (Brown) 

The beer garden snuff 

Your culinary climax after good beer and a hearty roast dinner 

A brown snuff - pure tobacco flavour, based on a poor-people’s recipee from Eastern 
Germany. Fermented only with ingredients which could be found in a poor farmers 
garden 

Tobacco flavours, blended with earthy and herbaceous aromas. Medium grain size, 
quite moist, stronger in nicotine, not mentholated 


KLIPPERITT (Green) 

The maritime snuff 

The exhilerant fragrance of the waves breaking against a cliff 

Mossy and earthy notes in the background, blended with fresh herbal scents 
A frost green snuff with slight addition of a light Burley, coupled 

with wintergreen, incense, lime fruit and menthol 

Medium grind, medium nicotine strength, faily moist 


MORGENTAU (Green) 

The refreshing snuff 

Green tobacco, rose geranium leaves, lemon grass and a touch of cedar needles 
Slightly moist, medium fine grind, quite strong in nicotine, slightly mentholated 


NORDISCH GRUN (Green) 

The Nordic Snuff 

The beauty of Europe’s North - the warm resineous fragrance of its pinewood groves, 
the fleeting floral notes of its summer gardens, the scent of freshly cut hay, and 
a fresh breeze from the Baltic Sea 

Young green tobacco, quite finely ground, slightly moist 

With just a hint of menthol, strong in nicotine 


NORDWIND (Green) 

The frosty snuff 

An almost forgotten classical snuff as it used to be made by the cottagers in the 
fens of Eastern Germany - what leaves remained at the tobacco plant’s stem after 

the first sudden frosts was turned into a dark green snuff 

The unmistakable scent of frozen green tobacco leaves, a touch of camphor and bay 
leave, and a dash of menthol 

Moist, medium grind. Strong in nicotine, mentholated 
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OCHSENKOPF (Brown) 

The rustic snuff 

A blend of three old, tangy cultivars: Hochstamm, Neumarker and Skroniowski, 
fermented to bring out tobacco sweetness and a hint of ammonia 

Medium fine coarseness, only slightly moist. Strong in nicotine, not mentholated 


ODERLANDER (Schmalzler) 

A Schmalzler made exclusively from a blend of German and Polish tobacco 

Mild tobacco flavour, blended slightly fruity notes of dark sultanas, figs, and 
quinces, coupled with a touch of rum and whiskey 

Moist, well oiled. Fairly good nicotine content. Not mentholated 


POLTERGEIST (Brown) 

Your pick-me-up snuff 

Sets your nose free, caresses your nose. A dark Burley strong in nicotine, a good 
shot of camphor and nutmeg as the first impression, followed by balmy notes and 
mild tobacco flavour to follow through 

Medium fine coarseness, slightly moist. Strong in menthol and nicotine 


ROTER KASCHUBE (Brown) 

The mildly spicy snuff. 

Strong Burley Tobacco, coupled with fine herbs typical for Cashubian farmers 
gardens. Its name ("Red Cashubian") is a reference to a dark red vegatable juice 
with which it is fermented 

Medium fine grind, slightly moist, slightly mentholated, medium nicotine content 


SANS SOUCI (Brown) 

The baroque snuff 

The scent you feel while walking through Prussia’s finest garden and its Orangery. 
Our reinterpretation of an old recepee from the town of Stargard 

Fruity citrus fragrances to start with, woody and flowery notes follow through. 
Refreshed with a slight hint of menthol 

Finely ground and kept dry. Not oiled, mild nicotine content 


STARGARDER (Brown) 

The mild snuff 

A brown snuff - the mild flavour of Virginia Tobacco, blended with the rich scent 
of heathland honey 

Finely ground and kept dry, not oiled 

Medium nicotine content, not mentholated 


TABACUM (Brown) 

The pure snuff 

Tobacco, a little water to ferment it, and a droplet of jojoba oil 

Pure tobacco, turned into snuff 

A mildly fermented snuff with a mild tobacco scent 

Slightly moist, medium fine grind, medium nicotine content, not mentholated 
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UCKERMARKER (Black) 

The smoky snuff 

A black snuff - pure tobacco flavour, with a slightly smoky note 
Medium-fine coarseness, only slightly moist 

Medium nicotine content, not metholated 
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
